Four Waterbuggers ask 
court for new trials 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Lawyers for 
the four convicted Watergate con­ 
spirators told a six-judge federal panel 
today they should be granted a new trial 
so that former President Richard Nixon 
can testify on their behalf. 
The attorneys also said prejudicial 
pretrial publicity and errors by U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica should 
reverse the convictions of the four 
former close Nixon associates. 
But a m em ber of the special 
prosecutor’s office said the convictions 
should be upheld because “the proof of 
guilt is overwhelming.’’ 
None of the defendants was present 
during oral arguments in the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. 
The four — John N. Mitchell, once the 
attorney general; his former deputy, 
Robert Mardian; H.R. Haldeman, Nix­ 
on’s White House chief of staff; and John 
Ehrlichman, No. 2 under Haldeman - 
were convicted of conspiracy Jan. 1, 
1975. All except Mardian also were con­ 
victed of perjury. 
Ehrlichman’s lawyer, William S. 
Frates, said Nixon should have been 
called because “here is the producer, the 
director, the main character in what this 
trial is all about — the president of the 
United States. 
“He was the man on the tapes and as 
the prosecuter said (of the tapes), this is 
the heart of our case.” 


Nixon was subpoenaed by both the 
government and the defense lawyers but 
was too ill to testify or give a deposi­ 
tion. 


Peter Kreindler, arguing for the 
special prosecutor’s office, said the trial 
evidence showed “a massive conspiracy 
by the President and his close aides to 
obstruct justice. After a trial conducted 
with eminent fairness, they were found 
guilty by the same system they sought to 
subvert.” 
He added that the presence of publicity 
alone did not create an unfair trial and 
that defendents had to prove on appeal 
that the jury was unable to render a fair 
and impartial verdict. 


Battle erupts 


near Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Fierce 
fighting with mortars and machine guns 
broke out today between Palestinian 
g u e rrilla s and C hristian forces 
blockading a Palestinian refugee camp 
on Beirut’s outskirts. 


More killings and kidnapings swept 
other sectors of the war-torn capital as 
roadblocks manned by rival Christian 
and Moslem gunmen began appearing 
everywhere. 


Tension mounted over the four-day-old 
Christian blockade keeping food and sup­ 
plies from reaching the Tal Zaatar camp 
on Beirut’s eastern outskirts. 


Police said at least 12 persons were 
killed and 75 kidnaped over the past 48 
hours raising the toll since civil war 
erupted in April to about 8,050 dead and 
17,150 wounded. 


In bribery trials 


Lawmakers' votes ruled 
inadmissible evidence 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A U.S. Appeals 
Court panel, in a precedent-setting rul­ 
ing, has barred federal prosecutors from 
using the votes or official speeches of 
state legislators against lawmakers in 
criminal cases such as bribery trials. 


U.S. Attorney Samuel K. Skinner said 
the decision prevents the U.S. attorney's 
office from introducing evidence which 
would show how the defendants voted on 
the various bills for which they allegedly 
received money. 
“We can’t show anything they did as 
part of their legislative duties,” he said. 
Skinner said appeals court ruling was a 
“ landmark ... well reasoned, well 
thought out decision” but predicted there 
was a good chance either the full Appeals 
Court or the Supreme Court “will want 
to hear this case.” 
A ssistant U.S. A ttorney Jam es 
Holderman said Monday’s ruling would 
set precedent in Illinois and other 
states where state legislators are 
brought to trial by the federal govern­ 
ment. He said it is the first time a 
federal appeals court has extended such 
protection to state legislators in federal 
court. 
The U.S. Constitution and some state 
constitutions, including Illinois, have 
provisions protecting legislators from 
prosecution on the basis of their official 
actions. 
But Holderman said Monday’s ruling 
was the first in which such protection 
has been extended to state legislators 
brought to trial in federal courts. 


The ruling was written by U.S. Appeals 
Court Judge Walter J. Cummings and 
U.S. Court of Claims Judge Robert L. 
Kunzig concurred. Judge Philip W. Tone, 
in a separate opinion, dissented, saying a 
state lawmaker’s official actions are not 
protected by federal law. 


New alphabet 
is as simple 
as k-q-u 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - State 
elections officials have rearranged 
the alphabet to begin with the letter 
“k” and end with “r.” 
The changed alphabet was created 
Monday to comply with a new state 
law that eliminates the traditional 
alphabetical listing of candidates' 
last names on general law city elec­ 
tion ballots. 
The new order, created through a 
random drawing by the secretary of 
state’s office, is: k, q, u, b, c, n, 1, h, 
e, p, d, f, x, o, a, m. z, w, s, g, j, t, i, 
v, y, r. 
Correspondence will be mailed to 
all county and city clerks and 
registrars informing them of the 
order so they can begin preparing 
elections materials. 


U.S. 'courting disaster' 
in Angola, solon charges 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen Dick 
Clark, D-Iowa , said today the ad­ 
ministration is courting “disaster" by 
exchanging information on Angola with 
South Africa. 
Clark, chairman of the Senate subcom­ 
mittee on African affairs, said the 
United States should halt the practice 
immediately and both countries should 
withdraw from Angola 
President Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger met today to discuss 
the Angolan situation. K issinger 
reported to Ford on his meeting Monday 
with Soviet A m bassador Antoly 
Dobrynin, according to Whjte House 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen. 
Nessen told reporters that while con­ 
tacts with the Soviets are continuing, “I 
wouldn't want to make any further in­ 
dication of progress in achieving our 
goals.” 
Summing up Kissinger's meeting with 
Dobrynin, Nessen said; “ I wouldn’t say 
it was encouraging or discouraging.” 


He also said Ford’s call for “an end to 
all outside intervention" in Angola also 
referred to South African troops. 
Sen. John V. Tunney. D-Calif., today 
also charged American pilots are air­ 
lifting weapons in American-built cargo 


planes into Angola. Tunney said at news 
conferences in California that his infor­ 
mation came from an eyewitness source 
who had seen the pilots fly C130 Hercules 
cargo carriers from Zaire into Angola. 


Clark told a news conference a U.S.- 
South African alignment would reinforce 
tribal and African support for the 
Soviets. 


“ For us to stay with South Africa will 
be a disaster.” Clark said. 


• There is no question we have contacts 
with South Africa; there are specific 
co n tacts re g ard in g A ngola, and 


regarding troop movements,” Clark 
said. 
He said he was prevented by Senate 
secrecy rules from describing the 
relationship in more detail. 
He asserted “it would be too strong to 
say” the United States was coordinating 
its diplomacy with the South African 
government but added there is now an 
exchange of information between the 
two governments. 
“We know what they are doing and 
they know what we are doing,” he said. 
The State Department denies the 
United States is coordinating policy with 
South Africa.

JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa 
(UPI) — Marxist guerrillas backed by 
Russian arms and Cuban soldiers claim 
they have driven pro-Western rivals 
from their m ilitary stronghold in 
northern Angola and cut their main arms 
supply route. 
Radio Luanda, a Marxist-controlled 
station, reported Monday the Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of Angola 
had captured Uige, formerly Carmona, 
215 miles northeast of Luanda in fierce 
fighting over the past few days. 
The town was the military stronghold 
of the pro-Western National Front for 
the Liberation of Angola. The nearby 
Negage airbase was the National Front's 
most important staging depot for arms, 
men and equipm ent supplied via 
neighboring Zaire. 
In Zaire, a spokesman for the National 
Front said the Soviet-backed Popular 
Movement had bombed Malanje, 284 
miles east of Luanda. 
He said there were “thousands of dead 
among the civilian population” and 
made an “ anguished appeal to all 
freedom-loving peoples” to support the 
fight against Soviet and Cuban “war­ 
mongers.” 
Radio Luanda said two American air­ 
craft were destroyed at Uige and 
“hundreds of tons” of weapons seized. 


Hospital board 
will reconsider 
outpatient clinic 


The subject of an outpatient clinic 
operated by the Lompoc D istrict 
Hospital will be taken up by the Board of 
Directors again tonight in a special 
meeting. 
Hospital administrator Ken Wicks said 
this morning he is recommending to the 
board “approval of the concept of the 
clinic, not the specific proposal neces­ 
sarily.” 
At the board meeting last month, Dr. 
Rod Hamer, emergency room director 
at the hospital, outlined a proposal that 
the hospital open an outpatient clinic to 
provide medical care for those who can­ 
not find a personal or family doctor 
because of Lompoc’s doctor shortage. 
Many of the board members indicated 
they felt that private enterprise should 
have “first crack” at opening the clinic. 
Tonight at 7:30, Wicks will provide the 
board with detailed projections of the in­ 
come and revenues of a clinic, informa­ 
tion that the board requested for the 
January meeting.

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First day in Lompoc's Municipal 
Court seemed like same old thing

Judge Terrill F. Cox didn’t have a new 
judicial robe for his first day on the 
bench as a municipal court judge, but he 
did have a new gavel, thanks to some 
fast work by Robert Chilson, retired 
deputy county assessor. 
Chilson came forward with a newly 
turned redwood burl gavel following 
Monday’s story in The Record which 
noted Judge Cox planned to use the same 
gavel he has used since 1967 as justice 
court judge. 
Cox was sworn in %ite Monday after­ 
noon in simple ceremonies conducted by 
Deputy County Clerk Ann Sweet. He said 
at that time he planned to use his old 
robe and his old gavel. 
Lompoc Justice Court ended officially 
at 5 p.m. Monday and Lompoc Municipal 
Court came into being at 10 a.m. today 
when Cox strode to the bench and scan­ 
ned the sparsely populated courtroom. 
Court Clerk Lynn Cady was in position at 
the side of the bench and W alter 
Livingston, who until today was a con­ 
stable, announced the opening of the ses­ 
sion in his new position as a deputy 
marshal. 
First case on the new municipal court 
calendar involved a drunken driving 
defendant. That was disposed of without 
drama, much in the way it would have 
been disposed of under the old justice 
court. 
Following the swearing-in ceremonies 
Monday, Cox spoke with candor about 
the physical limitations of the court 
facilities. He noted as others have before 
him that the expanded court will have no 
jury deliberation room, no attomey- 
client consultation room, no holding tank 
for prisoners, no private quarters for a 
marshal’s office and no deputy to aid the 
marshal. 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie said 
recently that the new municipal court 
would have “to make do” with the same 
physical makeup that the old justice 
court had for so many years. Put simply, 
there are no capital outlay funds for a 
new courtroom which has been es­ 


timated to cost several hundred thou­ 
sand dollars. Beattie said today that the 
county staff would recommend top 
priority in 1976-’77 for construction funds, 
but that was no guarantee that the funds 
would be available. 
Cost of operating as a municipal court 
will be about 6100,000 a year more than 
the old justice court, with very little in­ 
creased income as a result of the conver­ 
sion.

Solvang court

The Board of Supervisors quickly dis­ 
posed of a proposal for consolidation of 
the Solvang Justice Court with the new 
Lompoc Municipal Court Monday, agree­ 
ing in a matter of a minute or two mere­ 
ly to file the matter, thus allowing the 
justice court to remain. 
But the supervisors ran into strong op­ 
position from Guadalupe Justice Court 
Judge Robert Stewart in opening their 
hearing on the possibility of con­ 
solidating the Guadalupe court with 
Santa Maria Municipal Court. 
Judge Stewart, owner of a milk com­ 
pany in Guadalupe, maintained that dis­ 
solving of the Guadalupe court would be 
a handicap to Guadalupe area citizens 
seeking justice in his court. He predicted 
it could result in long delays in many 
cases by having a Santa Maria judge — 
who might be overburdened — take over. 
The board, at the request of Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher of Santa Maria, agreed 
to continue the matter until Feb. 2 at 2 
p.m., pending receipt of comments from 
Guadalupe City Council. 
Judge Stewart said notice of the con­ 
solidation hearing was sent even to the 
city council there when Fletcher 
remarked that there had been much op­ 
position expressed from Solvang com­ 
munity to consolidation, and “not any 
response” had come from Guadalupe. 
Judge Stewart said Guadalupe residents 


as much as 65,000 each can be handled, 
compared to a $1,000 limit under the old 
justice court setup.

Lompoc coin telephones 
don't pay their own way 


By STAN TULLEDO 
Feature editor 
General Telephone receives 
$24 million annually in revenues 
from its 30,820 coin telephones, 
but the ones in Lompoc don’t do 
too well. 
Lompoc’s 102 public and 38 
sem i-public coin phones 
produce approximately 30 per 
cent under what they should to 
be called self-supportive, 
reports a General Telephone 
spokesman. 
"The reason is that you just 
don’t get enough traffic in Lom­ 
poc," he said. 
What has been happening 
then is that coin teleptones in 
com m unities lik e Santa 
Monica, which are more than 
self-supportive, help pay for 
Lompoc's coin phone service. 
The reason low-paying coin 
phones in Lompoc are not 
yanked out is that General 
Telephone feels an obligation to 
maintain the service "for the 
safety and welfare of the 
public," although General has 
no official obligation to do so, 
according to the spokesman. 
Could the Public Utilities 
Commission — which regulates 
phone companies including 
th eir p ro fits from coin 
telephones — stop General 
from pulling out Lompoc’s non 
self-sustaining coin phones? 
“ That’s a question I’m not 
sure about," he replied. 
“ Hopefully in the future the 
coin phones in Lompoc will 
start paying for themselves," 
added the representative. 
Coin telephones in Lompoc do 
possess an admirable quality 
and that is they seldom are the 
objects of vandalism, unlike 
coin telephones in places like 
Oxnard. 
"A s might be expected, 
public telephones and booths 
undergo a great deal of abuse. 
The most frequent types of 
damage is to receivers, which 
some people seem to take 
delight in breaking. Directories 
are frequently torn apart or 
removed, glass in the booths is 
broken, and unsightly amounts 
of litter are strewn in and 
around the booths," according 
to General. 
In 
O xnard, 
they 
rip 
telephones out of the booths 
with a truck. 
The cost of maintaining 
public telephones is about $10.4 
million annually for General. 
This includes maintenance of 
all equipment, janitorial ex­ 
penses and associated costs 
such as coin collections and re­ 
funds, operators’ time and com­ 
missions. 
A public coin phone may be a 
com m ission or a non­ 
commission operation. Com­ 
mission means that a gas sta- 


tion owner receives 9.5 per cent 
of the money in the box each 
month "as compensation for 
use of space, heat, electricity 
and other services provided " 
Semi-public telephones — for 
which there is a fixed monthly 
charge — are provided where 
there is a need for a combina­ 
tion of transient and customer 
usage, such as in small stores, 
restaurants, barber shops and 
industrial plants. 
The largest independent 
phone company in the U.S., 
General has 18,391 public and 
12,479 sem i-public coin 
telephones. Coin phone reps are 
assigned by areas with the job 
of determining when and where 
a coin phone should be installed 
or pulled out. 
Lompoc’s rep goes by the 
philosophy, "W e have a 
revenue objective, but we also 
want to accommodate the 
public." 
"Since public coin phones are 
provided without billing, there 
must be a well defined need for 
the service before it is es­ 
tablished," he said. 
What is in the future for 
Lompc’s coin phones? Three 
new features, reported the 
spokesman: single-slot coin 
phones (to prevent the usage of 
slugs, reject bent coins more 
efficiently and make coin 
refunding more accurate), a un­ 
iversal number (911) in case of 
an emergency and touch dial­ 
ing. 
All of these changes are going 
in all over the county, but Lom­ 
poc will be one of the last to 
receive them , said the 
spokesman. Communities with 
high self-supporting coin 
phones have first priority. 


General’s total investment in 
coin phones to date amounts to 
about $46 million. Hits includes, 
in addition to the instruments, 
central office equipment, cable 
and wiring backing up the 
phones. 
The cost of a single coin 
phone ranges from $1,000 to 
$2,000, depending on whether it 
is a wall-mounted indoor 
telephone or an outdoor phone 
in a booth or a semi-booth. 
Other facts you may want to 
know about coin phones: 
—Use of slugs, foreign coins 
and the like amounts to less 
than (me per cent of the revenue 
collected from General coin 
phones and averages out to 
about $3 per year per station. 
— It costs at least 40 cents for 
General to refund a dime. 
—General has started to in­ 
stall coin phones at a height 
that is suitable for the majority 
of the public, including 
children, small adults and han­ 
dicapped persons

now requires it. 
— General spends $375,000 on 
outside janitorial service to 
keep its booths clean.

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Reagan 
talking 
tough 


United Press international 
Republican Ronald Reagan 
said Monday night the United 
States should tell Russia to get 
out of Angola or “have us to 
deal with.*' Democratic Sen. 
Henry Jackson today said 
Americans have already cut 
their standard of living too 
much. 
The two presidential hopefuls 
were opening their New Eng* 
land campaigns — Reagan in 
New Hampshire and Jackson in 
Massachusetts. 
Reagan today put on ski togs 
and stumped New Hampshire in 
sub-zero cold. He told a rrowd 
of some SO skiers at North 
Conway, N.H., that local 
governments, rather than Wa­ 
shington, should be used to 
solve local problems. 
At Boston, Jackson, D-Wash., 
opened his campaign in Massa­ 
chusetts’ primary by attacking 
"head-in-the-clouds” politicia­ 
ns who advocate a reduction in 
American living standards. 
"What they don’t seem to 
realize,” he said, "is that 
millions of Americans have 
already reduced their standard 
of living — that millions of peo­ 
ple are worse off today than 
they were five and 10 years 
t» 
ago. 
In Concord, N.H., Democrat 
Terry Sanford opened his 
presidential primary drive with 
a call for America to adopt a 
full employment policy as the 
key to solving problems from 
crime to slums and growing 
welfare rolls. 
Liberal Democrats Birth 
Bayh, Morris Udall and Fred 
Harris were concentrating on 
Iowa, where each hopes to put 
himself in better political and 
financial shape through the Jan. 
19 precinct caucuses that will 
help determine their relative 
strength. 
President Ford, after calling 
at a farmers’ convention for a 
cease-fire in Angola and an end 
to all foreign involvement, was 
quoted as telling Midwestern 
news executives Monday "pros­ 
pects are good” for his primary 
campaigns. 
Reagan, in a series of 
speeches in icy New Hampshire 
Monday, said the United States 
should continue supplying pro- 
West factions in Angola unless 
the Soviets withdraw their aid 
to guerrilla forces. 
The U.S., he said, should tell 
Russia. "We’ll let them (An­ 
golans) fight it out themselves 
or you’re going to have us to 
deal with.” 
He also said he was mis­ 
understood about what critics 
have labeled as his urging of a 
$90 billion cut in the federal 
budget, which would return 
many federal programs and 
their costs to the states. 
Ford operatives have been 
saying such a proposal could 
result in added or new taxes, es­ 
pecially in New Hampshire 
which does not have a sales or 
income tax. 
Reagan told one gathering his 
proposals would not cut $90 
billion from the budget. "This 
was not a budget proposal,” he 
said. " I regret to this day ... 
(the programs) mentioned (Hi 
the ’76 budget... were about $90 
billion worth of that budget. No 
one seemed to think it was a tax 
reform proposal, which it isn’t, 
until I announced for 
president,” he said. 
Jackson, 
in rem arks 
prepared for his campaign 
kickoff in Boston, said: "A 
wave of cynicism is engulfing 
this nation’s politicians. ... 
These prophets of doom feel we 
must change our lifestyle. ... 
For them the American way of 
life has become a corny phrase. 
"Somehow these head-in-the- 
clouds politicians seem to feel 
it will be good for the country’s 
soul if we lower our horizons 
and if we reduce or standards of 
living. ... We invite the erosion 
of our society if we listen to the 
voices of doom.” 
Boss hefts bags 
MIAMI (U PI) - The tall, sl­ 
ender man piloted the luggage 
cart politely through throngs of 
holiday travelers and mounds 
of baggage with all the skill of 
an Apollo astronaut circling the 
moon. 
Not unusual, because he was 
former astronaut Frank Bor­ 
man, now president of Eastern 
Airlines.

L.A. toughens grad standards: no more 
diplomas for students who can't read 


LOS ANGELES (UP!) - The Board of Education 
has laid down a new rule . Beginning with the class of 
1979, no high school diplomas for those who can’t read 
- at least well enough to understand a tv guide, 
'labels, signs and government forms like social 
security and welfare applications. 
The board passed the rule Monday night, demanding 
that students not be given high school diplomas unless 
they possess at least what one member called "sur­ 
vival" reading ability. 
It will not apply for three years because it was felt to 
be unfair to the current crop of senior high school stu­ 
dents to impose a new and unexpected graduation 
requirement on them. 
Students entering the 10th grade next September will 
be given the new Senior High Assessment of Reading 
Proficiency test, and will get four chances to pass it to 
qualify for a diploma — every fall when they enter 
school and in the spring of their graduating year. 
School officials said the test will be changed each 
year to prevent students who cannot read from passing 
by memorizing it after taking it so many times. 


The board mandated that the test be designed to 
show that a student can read well enough to qualify in 
three areas: 
- Follow directions to fill out applications for docu­ 
ments such as driver's licenses, unemployment in­ 
surance claims, voting registration, social security 
terms and job applications. 
- Understand labels, want ads, traffic signs, news 
stories, warranties, credit applications and 
checkbooks. 
- Understand road maps, electric bills, tv guides, 
job resumes and cash register tapes 
A study by the county grand jury two years ago 
showed that a large and increasing number of high 
school graduates could not read, or had very low 
reading abilities. 
Superintendent of Schools William Johnston recently 
cited a federal study which he said showed that only 46 
per cent of the nation’s adults had practical reading 
ability, such as the test will require. 
School officials said proof of the ability to read will 
be in addition to — not instead of — the current 
graduation requirements. 


Brown turns back override 
effort on liquor tax veto 


Wheat growers want more support 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Wheat growers will urge the ad­ 
ministration to approve a sub­ 
stantial increase in the federal 
price support floor for their 
1976 crop, a grower spokesman 
said today. 
Jerry Rees, executive vice 
president of the National As­ 
sociation of Wheat Growers, 
said in an interview the group 
hadn’t yet made a specific 
recommendation on the support 
rate. But he said many NAWG 
leaders preparing for the 
group’s annual convention Jan. 
18-22 at Billings, Mont., have 
been recommending a 1976 sup­ 
port set at 50 per cent of the 
"fair" parity price for wheat. 
This would amount to support 
at $2.34 a bushel compared with 
the $1.37 rate in effect for the 
1975 crop. 
The support rate is one of two 
parallel legislative devices 
used to help protect farm in­ 
come from major crops. 
The support price, or loan 
rate, sets a floor under market 
prices because any farmer un­ 
able to sell his crop for a higher 
price can use it as security for a 
government loan at the support 
level. 
The Agriculture Department 
also sets a target price for 
wheat and other major crops 
and stands ready to make direct 


payments to growers if the open 
market falls below the target. 
For the 1975 crop, the $1.37 
support loan and the $2.06 a 
bushel target price were both 
well below the June-October 
average market of $3.63 a 
bushel, so no direct payments 
were needed and the program 
was largely academic. 
For 1976, an escalator for­ 
mula geared to farm costs is 
expected to automatically push 
the target price to about $2.27 a 
bushel — which would still be 
well below the mid-December 
market of $3.41. Any accompan­ 
ying increase in the support 
loan rate, however, is left by 
law to the discretion of the ad­ 
ministration. 
If wheat growers decide to 
recommend raising the support 
to around 50 per cent of parity, 
they may push for setting it at 
the $2.27 target level even 
though this would be slightly 
below 50 per cent of parity. 
One administration source 
said that setting the market 
support at the target rate — in 
contrast to the 1975 policy of 
holding the loan rate well below 
the target — would insure the 
administration against having 
to make any direct payments to 
farmers on the 1976 wheat crop 
even if markets soften marked­ 
ly below current levels. 


Rees said growers generally 
do not want supports set high 
enough to encourage surplus 
production or government 
interference in marketing. But 
they do want a rate high enough 
to 
prom ote 
“ ord erly 
m arketing” by allowing 
farmers to use the support loan 
for temporary income when 


prices are weak, he said. 


The wheat spokesman said he 
understands that administra­ 
tion farm officials are leaning 
against any substantial in­ 
crease in the 1976 wheat sup­ 
port loan. "But we’re going to 
try to build pressure for (an in­ 
crease),” Rees said. 
Haldeman trial not 
fair, lawyers say 


Ford names woman as 
ambassador to Britain 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Lawyers for convicted Water# 
gate conspirator H.R. Halde­ 
man argued today that the 
former White House chief of 
staff did not get a fair trial 
because of errors by Judge 
John J. Sirica. 
Prejudicial pretrial publicity 
also was cited by Haldeman’s 
lawyer, John J. Wilson, as oral 
arguments on the conspiracy 
conviction of the four Water­ 
gate defendants opened before 
a six-judge U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals panel. 
The four defendants — John 
Mitchell, once the attorney 
general; his former deputy, 
Robert Mardian; Haldeman, 
the top man on the White House 
staff, and John Ehriichman, 
No. 2 under Haldeman — were 
not in the courtroom. 
Wilson told the judges that 
lawyers for the other con­ 


spirators, who would follow 
him, would argue other points 
in the appeal, including the con­ 
tention that the trial should 
have been delayed until former 
President Richard M. Nixon 
was well enough to testify. 


"We did not get fair trial in 
this case for two reasons — 
because of the prejudicial 
pretrial publicity and the errors 
of the trial judge," Wilson said. 
Wilson said Sirica erred in his 
closing charge to the jury and in 
the jury selection process. 


"The open-mindedness of a 
juror may not be reliable 
where there is a deluge of 
publicity saturating the com­ 
munity," he said. 


The four were convicted New 
Year’s Day 1975 in the most 
wide reaching political scandal 
in the nation’s history. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford has selected 
Anne L. Armstrong, a former 
White House counselor and top 
Republican party official, to be 
U.S. ambassador to Great Bri­ 
tain, administration sources 
said today. 
She would be the first woman 
to hold the prestigious di­ 
plomatic post if her nomination 
is confirmed by the Senate. 
Mrs. Armstrong’s appoint­ 
ment to the Court of St. James 
was expected to be announced 
shortly, the source said. 
Mrs. Armstrong, 48, would 
succeed Elliot L. Richardson, 
who is returning to Washington 
to become secretary of Com­ 
merce. 
She served as White House 
counselor on women’s issues 
during the Nixon administra­ 
tion and the early part of the 
Ford administration. She was 
one of the strongest defenders 
of former President Richard M. 
Nixon during his Watergate 


tribulations. 
i 
Mrs. Armstrong also served 
as co-chairman of the Republi­ 
can National Committee. She is 
married to Tobin Armstrong, 
whose ranch in Armstrong, 
Tex. adjoins the famous King 
Ranch. 
Armstrong was expected to 
accompany his wife to London. 
Sources said the appointment 
would demonstrate Ford’s in­ 
terest in promoting women to 
top jobs. Mrs. Armstrong also 
was chosen, they said, because 
of her strong ties to the GOP. 
Richardson will be taking his 
fourth Cabinet post — the most 
ever held by one individual in 
history. He previously served 
as secretary of Defense and 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
as well as being attorney 
general. 
He was fired as attorney 
general during the "Saturday 
Night Massacre.” He was ap­ 
pointed to the London post by 
Ford. 


U.S. pledges to veto 
futile Mideast action 


Morocco ignores Russ 
pleas for seized ship 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - As 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yigai 
Alton headed here for talks, the 
State Department has an­ 
nounced the United States will 
veto any resolution at next 
week’s U.N. Security Council 
debate on the Middle East 
which is "not helpful to peace.” 
Alton was to arrive today via 
New York for talks beginning 
Wednesday with Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger and 
other top officials prior to the 
U N. debate opening Jan. 12. 
The Palestine Liberation Or­ 
ganization, which has been in­ 
vited to participate in the U.N. 
deliberations, is pushing a cam­ 
paign for international recogni­ 
tion that Palestinians are en­ 
titled to a state of their own. 
PLO representatives have 
suggested changes in U.N. 
Security Council resolutions 242 
and 338 — which outlined 
general principles for a Middle 


East settlement after the 1967 
and 1973 Arab-Israeli wars — to 
amend the notion that 
Palestinians are refugees 
rather than displaced citizens 
of a Palestinian state. 
However, Israel opposes any 
changes in the wording of the 
two resolutions, which are 
couched in general terms and 
have the support of Israel, 
Egypt and other Arab states. 
State Department spokesman 
Robert Funseth said Monday, 
"We continue to believe that 
resolutions 242 and 338 are the 
only basis for peace negotia­ 
tions and we would veto 
anything not helpful to peace.” 
But Funseth stopped short of 
promising the United States 
would veto any efforts to amend 
the two key resolutions, causing 
some newsmen and Israeli 
observers to speculate that the 
United States may be softening 
its stand. 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
promising to Initiate his own 
reforms in alcoholism pro­ 
grams, handily turned back a 
Senate attempt Monday to 
override his veto of a $37 
million liquor tax increase. 
The proposed liquor tax, 
amounting to two cents on a six- 
pack of beer and seven cents on 
a quart of whiskey, was 
designed to increase financing 
by about one-third for Califor­ 
nia alcoholism programs. And 
it would have made drinkers 
pay for all the treatment of 
alcoholics 
But the veto override effort 
by Senate Health Committee 
Chairman Arlen Gregorio, D- 
San Mateo, fell flat after an 
hour debate during the opening 
day of the 1976 legislative ses­ 
sion. T7ie vote was 20-19, far 
short of the 27 votes needed. 
Thirteen Democrats and 
seven Republicans voted in 
favor of the override while 
eleven Democrats and eight 
Republicans sided against it. 
A factor in the lopsided out­ 
come was Brown’s personal 
lobbying effort and assurances 
to senators that he would not ig- 
nore the problem of al­ 
coholism. 
Sen. Walter Stiem, D-Bakers- 
field, said he was convinced by 
Brown that surplus tax dollars 
in the upcoming state budget 
could be used to expand 
alcoholism treatment and pre­ 
vention efforts without increas­ 
ing taxes. 
Soon after the vote, Brown is­ 
sued a statement praising the 
Senate, saying "this is not time 
to be reaching into the con­ 
sumer’s pocket when the price 
of everything is going up.” 
Brown said his first priority 
is to reform existing alcoholism 
efforts and promised "a $37 
million program consolidating 
regulatory, preventive and 
rehabilitative efforts in this 
area.” 
Brown’s chief of staff Gray 
Davis termed it "merely coin­ 
cidental" that Brown’s $37 
m illion reform proposal 
totalled the same as the $37 
million tax increase bill. And 
Davis, although disclosing no 
specifics, made clear that the 
governor’s plan was not limited 
solely to programs for the 
treatment and prevention of 
alcoholism. 
The state currently spends 
about $22 million a year through 
the office of Alcoholism 
Program Management to com­ 
bat alcoholism, and the federal 
government supplies about 
another $7 million. 
Gregorio’s bill (SB204) would 
have picked up the cost for the 
existing programs and provided

RABAT, Morocco (U PI) — 
Moroccan authorities so far 
have turned down all pleas 
from the Soviets to release a 
Russian freighter seized by 
Moroccan naval vessels chi gun- 
running * charges, diplomatic 
sources said today. 
The freighter Saphir was still 
under guard at Agadir, the 
southern port where it was 
ordered to put in Saturday after 
being flagged down by a Moroc­ 
can Royal Navy gunboat, the 
sources said. 
Soviet consular officials have 
been authorized to visit the 
crew. 
The Moroccan authorities in­ 
tercepted the ship on charges it 
carried a cargo of weapons for 
the Polisario Front insurgents 
fighting Moroccan forces in the 


former Spanish Sahara since its 
annexation by Morocco and 
Mauritania. 
The naval incident coincided 
with undiminished tensions 
between Morocco and Algeria 
which is opposing the cession of 
the phosphate-rich Sahara to 
Morocco and Mauritania and 
supports the Polisario guerril­ 
las. 
In Algiers, North Vietnamese 
Defense Minister Gen. Vo 
Nguyen Giap, the man who 
masterminded the wars against 
the French and the Americans 
in Indochina, announced his 
country’s support for the 
Polisario guerrillas. 
Giap made his statement 
after a conference here in 
Algiers with Polisario General 
Secretary Mohamed El Ouali. 


Britain sides with U.S. on Angola 


LONDON (U PI) - Britain 
agrees with the United States 
that there should be an early 
cease-fire in Angola and an end 
to all foreign intervention, the 
Foreign Office said today. 
A spokesman said agreement 
on this was reached in a 90- 
minute talk between Minister 
of State David Ennals and Wil­ 
liam Schaufele, U.S. assistant 
Secretary of State for African 


Affairs. 
Schaufele stopped over in 
London for 24 hours at the end 
of a 10-day tour of African 
countries. 
Later he was Ennals’ lunch 
guest. 
A Foreign Office statement 
said Schaufele gave Ennals an 
account of his African trip, 
after which they discussed 
Angolan developments.

OPEC freezes crude 
oil price till June 


CARACAS, Venezuela (UPI) 
— There will be no further in­ 
creases in the price of crude oil 
produced by the members of 
the Organization of the Pe­ 
troleum Exporting Countries 
until June, Venezuelan Mines 
Minister Valentin Hernandez 
said today. 
Hernandez said that state­ 
ments made by Iranian Ambas­ 
sador to the United States 
Ardeshir Zahedi that the OPEC 
countries would have to in­ 
crease oil prices if world infla­ 
tion continued unabated were 
correct. He added, however, 
that O PEC 
agreed 
in 
September last year to freeze 
prices until the end of June, 
1976. 
OPEC will review the world 
situation next June before tak­ 
ing a decision on price levels 
thereafter, Hernandez said. 
The Venezuelan government 
today began verification of the 
existence and maintenance of 
nearly $5 billion in oil equip­ 
ment and plants nationalized 
Jan 1 when the government 
took over the properties of 40 
U.S. and other foreign oil com­ 
panies. 
The verification, which is ex­ 
pected to take a year, will cover 
some 12,000 active wells, thou­ 
sands of miles of oil and gas 


pipelines, nearly 200 gas and 
water injection plants, 122 
million barrel storage capaci­ 
ty, 1.5 million barrel per day 
refining capacity and 14 tan­ 
kers 
The Venezuelan government 
paid Exxon, Shell, Gulf and 
others a little over $1 billion in 
compensation, representing the 
unamortized part of their over 
$4.7 billion investments here. 
Under the negotiated nation­ 
alization agreements the com­ 
panies have deposited the 
equivalent of 10 per cent of 
their accumulated investments 
here, about $500 million, Into a 
guaranty fund. This fund will be 
used to pay the government for 
equipment or installations 
which no longer physically exist 
or require repair.

The National Highway Traf­ 
fic Safety Administration said 
Monday the safety defect ex­ 
isted on 1971 and 1972 Capris 
and on 1973 models built before 
November, 1972. 
The agency said it investigat­ 
ed reports of sudden wiper 
failures on the Capris and found 
a defect that allowed the wiper 
arm and blade to be suddenly 
thrown free of the pivot. 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) - The 
president of the nation’s largest 
and most conservative farm 
group indicated today he is 
satisfied with President Ford’s 
efforts at halting inflation.

“We now have more govern­ 
ment than most of us want and 
more than we can pay for,” 
Kuhfuss told the convention. 


Kuhfuss said Ford “has used 
his veto power wisely in the in­ 
terests of fiscal respon­ 
sibility.” 


That Kuhfuss spoke kindly of 
the President in his address to 
the general session augured 
well for Ford. Bureau officials 
had spent most of the five-day 
convention castigating Ford’s 
moratorium last year on Soviet 
grain sales.

State DOT to eliminate 
151 management-type jobs 


SACRAMENTO (VPI) - The 
state Department d Transpor­ 
tation plans to elminate 151 
management-type jobs as part 
of its overall reduction of 2,800 
employes by July 1. 
Director Sid MdCausland last 
week notified management per­ 
sonnel of the reduction plans for 
high-level employes. He said 
the cut would affect 16 per cent 
of all management positions 
and would reduce the number of 
high staff posts to 800. 
McCausland said 93 of the 
top-level jobs would be elimi­ 
nated at the department’s 


headquarters office in Sac­ 
ramento, with the remainder 
taking place in the depart­ 
ment’s 11 field offices. 
His teletype message to 
management personnel con­ 
cerning the job reductions was 
sent last Wednesday, the same 
day the first layoffs of 475 
employes went into effect. 
A total of 1,400 positions have 
been canceled either by layoff, 
retirements or transfers. The 
cut in department jobs was 
prompted by a sharp curtail­ 
ment in highway building as a 
result of reduced revenues.

WASHINGTON (UPD - Th« 
United States has opened a 
diplomatic offensive here and 
in Africa to try to persuade 
South Africa, the Soviet Union 
and Cuba to withdraw their 
forces from Angola. 
There were these develop­ 
ments Monday: 
— President Ford, in a 
speech in St. Louis, called for 
an immediate cease-fire among 
the warring factions in Angola 
and said the United States 
would not retaliate against 
Moscow by cutting off grain 
shipments, but vowed to take 
“limited measures” elsewhere 
to frustrate Moscow’s Interven­ 
tion. 
— Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger summoned Soviet 
Ambassador Antoly Dobrynin 
to the State Department to dis­ 
cuss the Angola situation, 
which he has said could upset 
Soviet-American detente Kis­ 
singer later said he received 
“nothing conclusive” from the 
Soviet envoy to indicate Russia 
will end its intervention. 


— The State Department 
publicly called for withdrawal 
of South African, Soviet and 
Cuban forces from Angola and 
urged the Jan. 12 meeting of the 
Organization of African Unity 
to come out strongly for a solu­ 
tion to the Angola problem 
without foreign interference. 


Should the OAU meeting 
denounce Soviet and Cuban in­ 
tervention, the issue then might 
then be referred to the U N 
Security Council if Russian and 
Cuban advisers and troops re­ 
main. 
Both Kissinger and Dobrynin

Bill offered to give 
1-5 freeway priority 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation giving priority to 
completion of Interstate 5 and 
eliminating the 60-40 split 
between Southern and Northern 
California for state highway 
funds was introduced Monday 
in the Assembly. 


The measure (AB1575) would 
replace the 6040 split with a 
system guaranteeing each 
county with a percentage share 
of most of the highway funds 
based on how many cars were 
registered in each county. Fif­ 
teen per cent of the funds could 
be allocated at the discretion of 
the state Highway Commission. 


The bill’s author, Assembly- 


man Mike Cullen, D-Long 
Beach, said the formula would 
shift more money to Southern 
California than it currently 
receives under the 60-40 split. 
But under the bill, the com­ 
mission first must allocate 
enough money to complete 1-5 
in Stockton. Cullen said it would 
be “bush league” not to com­ 
plete the highway, which goes 
from the Mexican to Canadian 
borders. 
The Brown administration 
has urged an end to the 6040 
split and completion of 1-5. But 
instead of setting up a new for­ 
mula, the administration wants 
the legislature to allocate the 
funds.

His teams have won so often in the 
past that Cabrillo fans have come to ex­ 
pect it I^ast season, for instance, the 
Conqs ran up a 19-0 dual meet record, 
won the league meet, climbed as high as 
fourth on the CIF wrestling poll, and 
came within eight points of winning the 
CIF meet 
• We were pretty reasonably pleased 
with our total season.” says Long 
In the three years since he took over 
for Cliff Brookhart. Long has seen his 
teams compile a 52-3-2 dual meet record, 
including four wins in one day (Cabrillo 
Six-Wav Tourney) this season 
So Long's problem is to maintain that 
standard of excellence. The problem for 
the other five Northern League teams is 
that Long isn't exactly hurting this 
season 
Nine lettermen are back from last 
year's team that blitzed the league. The 
Conqs lost some valuable experience at 
two or three key light weights, but have 
found some wrestlers who should fill 
those gaps adequately. 


Cabrillo opens league play tonight, 
hosting Righetti at 7:30 p.m. Really it 
will be a tune-up match for Thursday 
night, when the Conqs head downtown to 
meet Lompoc in a battle of the perennial 
league giants 
“Lompoc is the only team we had a 
tough time with last year." says Long, 
“and they're going to be better. General­ 
ly speaking the league is stronger. Last 


year's season is going to be tough for us 
to top " 
But Long is encouraged with the per­ 
formances of his wrestlers thus far. 
They've dominated three tournaments, 
including last Saturday's 16-team Bever­ 
ly Hills tourney. 
The Conqs have a solid group of ex­ 
perienced seniors, people like Mark Hall. 
Dave Mosby. Mark Bowser and Kevin 
Breshears 
Hall is in the same situation as the 
Cabrillo team People just expect him to 
win everything in sight. He was the 
league's 138-pound cham pion as a 
sophomore, and won the 145-pound title 
last year and placed third in CIF. This 
year he'll wrestle anywhere from 157 to 
175. wherever points are most needed. 
After spending the summer in places 
like Japan (wrestling and cultural ex­ 
change tour) and Cal Poly (wrestling 
camp). Mark is off to a fair start this 
season In his last eight tourney matches 
he has pinned his opponent each time. 
“Mark Hall is going to be one of the 
class wrestlers of the entire area,” 
states Long “ He’s more experienced, 
more mature and much stronger than 
last year, and much more physical.” 
Long is also high on Dave Mosby (140- 
145). “ He's going to be one of the most 
exciting wrestlers around this year,” 
says the Conq coach. 


Bowser (175-191) was second in league 
last year at 178. and tuned up for wrestl­ 
ing season as a football linebacker, play­ 
ing next to Mark Hall and earning All- 
League honors. 


Mark Hall and Bowser competed in the 
CIF tournament last year, along with 
Rory Hall (127), no relation to Mark, and 
George Hervey (120). Rory and George 


are back, although Hervey will have to 
beat out another returnee. Bill Hinkens. 
for a job. 
Also returning are Kevin Breshears 
(191-heavy), Matt Moore (138) and Mitch 
Moore. 
“We'll be a better tournament team 
than we were last year,” vowed Long 
even before the recent sweep of 
tourneys “ It’s going to to be tough to 
beat Mark Hall, Bowser, Rory Hall, 
George Hervey and Dave Mosby If we 
can get some of the younger wrestlers to 
come along, I think we’re going to have a 
great tournament team.

A 20-pound cow cod was caught off Santa Barbara’s Sea Landing 
over the weekend Cow cod usually run between 10 and 12 pounds 
and a fish of this size is very rare. 
Surf and pier fishing at Santa Barbara are slow at the moment, 
with most activity concentrated on rock cod fishing. Over the 
weekend 80 anglers caught 1.083 rock cod. In itself this would be 
great, but to top it off. about 70 per cent were red snappers, which 
make excellent eating. 


The bass are starting to bite at Lake Cachuma. The Bassmasters 
Club of Torrance was very successful over the weekend. One 
member caught a seven-pound.two-ounce bass in 10 feet of water at 
the east end of the lake, and a companion had a limit totaling 10 
pounds Both anglers used leadheaded jigs. 
Trout fishing is also good, with a 44-pounder caught on cheese in 
"M” sector of the lake. A 34-pounder was caught near Tequetues 
Point on Zeke floating bait. 
Crappie up to 14 inches are being caught at Lopes Lake. The fish 
are ranging about a pound and a half. Any white or yellow jig can 
be used with moderate success. 
Although no trout have been caught at the lake in five days, an 8- 
pound bass was hooked Saturday in the Lopez Arm of the lake on a 
rubber worm. 


State and federal personnel reported some progress this week in 
their battle to contain an outbreak of avian cholera among winter­ 
ing waterfowl in northern and central California. 
As of midweek, losses had climbed to an estimated 7,800 to 10,000 
birds — ducks, geese, swans and coots — and the count was being 
revised as additional areas were covered. 
The onset of the disease, an annual midwinter visitor to Califor­ 
nia. was first reported last week in an area running from Center­ 
ville. Humboldt County, on the north to Merced National Wildlife 
Refuge in the San Joaquin Valley on the south. 


Elementary school students have raised more than 12,MO toward 
providing much-needed watering facilities for bighorn sheep in 
three southern California locations. The fund-raising projects were 
in answer to a plea from entertainer Shari Lewis and Lambchop 
through Lambchop’s Conservation Gang. 
More than 160 schools participated in the drive. The funds will be 
used along with money collected through the Nongame Wildlife 
Conservation Program to provide construction materials for three 
watering sites in San Bernardino and Inyo counties. Proposed 
budget for the project is $13,500. 
The largest single donation from a school came from Monte 
Vista Elementary School, Santa Barbara. Seven first and second 
graders, supervised by their teacher, Judy Sims, ran the campaign 
that saw the school quickly topping its goal of $90.

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Strike by medics begins 
gathering more strength 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
doctors strike against the cost 
of malpractice insurance gath­ 
ered force today, cutting 
patient admissions up to 75 per 
cent at some private hospitals 
and throwing the burden on 
public institutions. 


There was no medical emer­ 
gency but health officials said 
one could develop if the strike, 
which had reached 71 of Los 
Angeles County's 234 private 
hospitals, goes on. 


A militant doctors group 
forecast ‘a prolonged walkout " 
and vowed to remain out until 
the governor signs remedial 
legislation that is not yet writ­ 
ten and which a legislative 
leader said could take until 
September. 


The physicians are protesting 
a 327 per cent increase in 
malpractice insurance premi­ 
ums. It hit most doctors with 
bills of at least 98.000 a year and 


reached $35,000 a year or more 
for some specialists 
The impact on public hospi­ 
tals Monday, the first regular 
working day since the strike 
began New Year s Day. was 
“only moderate" in terms of in­ 
creased workload, said Dr. 
John Affeldt. medical director 
of the county Health Services 
Department. 
"However... if it continues at 
present levels for two more 
weeks we may have to make 
substantial changes in our 
medical procedures.” he 
said 
It was impossible to deter­ 
mine how many of the county’s 
12.000 physicians had joined the 
strike. Strike coordinating 
groups had forecast that 60 per 
cent or more would suspend 
practice, refuse to accept new 
patients or refuse to accept 
non-emergency patients 
County medical officials set 
up a monitoring system to keep 
track, hour by hour, of what 


specialists are available at 
what hospitals, to direct ambu­ 
lances to the nearest hospital 
where emergency treatment is 
available. All emergencies 
were treated if the ambulance 
driver went far enough, Stan 
G rant, adm inistrator of 
emergency medical services, 
said Monday. 
“When we find there is no 
orthopedic surgeon on duty at a 
particular hospital, for exam­ 
ple. we radio the location of the 
nearest hospital where one is on 
duty to the ambulance driver in 
the field." he said. 
The strike increased the 
workload at tax-supported hos­ 
pitals, where doctors are 
covered by separate group in­ 
surance policies. County-USC 
Medical Center, the UCLA 
Medical Center and Santa 
Monica Hospital Medical 
Center all reported emergency 
room cases increasing, with up 
to 100 more patients a day at 
UCLA 
Furious storm moves out over 
Baltic Sea; at least 79 dead 


STOCKHOLM. Sweden (UPI) 
— Furious hurricane-strength 
storms that walloped Europe 
for three days headed out over 
the Baltic today, leaving at 
least 79 persons dead — in­ 
cluding 26 sailors lost in the 
perilous North Sea. 
The killer storms, accom­ 
panied by driving snow and 
rain, cut a path of death and 
destruction across Europe. 
Scandinavia and Britain. Dam­ 
age to property, crops and 
livestock was estimated in the 
millions of dollars. 
The latest bliszard blew one 
last gasp on the east coast of 
Sweden today before heading 
out into the Baltic toward 
Soviet Latvia. 


Seven seamen died Monday 
when their fishing boat cap­ 
sized off the coast of Norway in 
hurricane force winds. 


“They either drowned, or if 
they by luck managed to get 
their lifeboats cast off. they 
surely froze to death," said a 
spokesman for the Norwegian 
Coast Guard. 
"In hurricane winds and 
temperatures well below zero, 
a human body can only last for 
a few minutes." he said. 
A Dutch naval spokesman at 
the Scheveningen Naval Search 
and Rescue headquarters near 
The Hague said two crews 
aboard a British steamer and 
an East German vessel were 
presumed dead when their 
ships ran into hurricane winds 
in the North Sea Saturday. 
The two vessels - carrying a 
total of 19 crewmembers — 
sent out May Day signals but 
later fell silent. 
The North Sea is notorious for 
its cruelty to seamen and ships. 
Without almost no warning, 


Europe’s worst storm in 15 
years struck Saturday across 
Britain and Western and 
Eastern Europe. It was fol­ 
lowed by another hurricane 
force blizzard across Scan­ 
dinavia. 
At least 24 persons died in 
Britain, the hardest-hit area. 
High tides and overflowing 
rivers flooded homes in parts of 
England, Scotland. Wales and 
Ireland. Thousands of homes 
were left without electricity. 
The top velocity of the second 
storm was measured at the 
Vinga lighthouse near the 
Swedish west coast port city of 
Goteborg, at 90 mph - 17 mph 
above hurricane strength. 
After hitting the west coast of 
Sweden it moved eastward to 
dump more than eight inches of 
snow. Drifts up to five feet deep 
blocked roads, railways and 
airports. 


FTC ready to open wide-ranging 
crackdown against consumer fraud 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Federal Trade Commission is 
ready to start a crackdown on 
consumer fraud in a long list of 
ireas ranging from false 
claims for cosmetics and tires 
to misleading promises for in­ 
vestment schemes. 
The agency said it is sending 
letters to selected businesses 
across the country warning 
them they may be liable for 
fines of up to $10,000 per viola­ 
tion if they engage in practices 
which other companies in the 
same industry have been 
ordered to stop. 
Until now the FTC generally 
has operated on a case-by-case 
basis. If a company was found 
engaged in false advertising, 
for instance, the agency would 
file a complaint in an attempt 
to force the offender into a 


negotiated settlement which 
would result in a cease-and- 
desist order. 
But such orders usually apply 
only to the firm which was 
caught. 
The 1974 Magnuson-Moss 
FTC Im provem ent Law, 
however, gives the FTC power 
to seek civil penalties against 
any company which is doing 
something previously outlawed 
in any other cease-and-desist 
order — provided the offender 
has "actual knowledge" that 
the practices involved are il­ 
legal. 
To make sure companies 
know what’s already been put 
off limits, the FTC said it is 
sending letters to selected 
businesses in a pilot project 
telling them "in order to avert

Contractors charge 
billion $ too much 


DETROIT (UPI) - Mid- 
December new car sales shot 
up 30 per cent over the dis­ 
astrous period in 1974 but the 
U.S. auto industry still turned 
in its worst sales performance 
in 13 years. 
Detroit’s automotive execu­ 
tives said they were heartened 
by the strong showing which 
made the Dec. 11-20 period the 
best of the year on an an­ 
nualised basis. 
American Motors was up 43 
per cent, Ford up 42 per cent, 
Chrysler up 41 per cent and 
General Motors up 21 per cent. 
The same period in 1974 was the 
industry’s worst since 1960. 
Sales reports for the Dec. 11- 
20 period were issued Monday. 


Figures have been on the plus 
side in each of the eight 
reporting periods since the 
1976-model cars were in­ 
troduced in October. 
“ With sales for eight 
consecutive 10-day reporting 
periods above a year ago, there 
can no longer be any doubt 
about the recovery of our 
business,” said William 
Benton, a Ford Motor Co. vice 
president. 
The final 1975 sales reports, 
to be issued Wednesday, will 
show sales for the year barely 
topped seven million domestic 
cars — off 5 Mi per cent from 
1974’s sluggish pace and 27 per 
cent below the record 9.7 
million cars sold in 1973. 


The year 1975 goes in the 
record books as the lowest sales 
for any year with the exception 
of 1970 when a 67-day strike 
against General Motors crip­ 
pled sales. On the production 
side, the automakers say they 
produced 6.7 million cars, 
lowest for any non-strike year 
since 1961. 
The four companies sold 
189,826 cars In the middle 10- 
day period of December, com­ 
pared with 146,195 a year ago 
when thousands of workers 
were being laid off in the face of 
steadily falling sales. 
Despite the recent strong 
sales, 92,573 workers were on 
temporary or indefinite layoffs 
this week. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
General Accounting Office says 
some defense and space con­ 
tractors overcharged the gov­ 
ernment $1.1 billion during a 25- 
year period ending June 30, 
1974. 
The GAO said in a congres­ 
sional report Monday that 
figures from the Renegotiation 
Board on defense and space 
contracts showed 526 contrac­ 
tors accounted for 4,572 inci­ 
dences of excess profits during 
the period — an average 
$270,000 overcharge. 
A study of board records dur­ 
ing four recent fiscal years, the 
GAO said, showed excessive 
profits "were caused by a 
seller’s market which lessened 
competition and let prices in­ 
crease" and "were not caused 
to any great extent by in­ 


adequate procurement proce­ 
dures or poor implementation 
of procedures by government 
procurement officials.” 


It said that many of the 526 
contractors SMbjected to 
renegotiated contracts "made 
relatively low-technology items 
of military apparel or ordinance 
and used governmc-nt-furnished 
facilities or material." 


Most had annual sales of un­ 
der $10 million and did most of 
their business with the govern­ 
ment. 


The report, which did not 
name any of the contractors, 
said 416 different firms were 
guilty of excessive profits from 
government contracts during 
the study of fiscal years 1970 
through 1973 


American Motors hits smog penalty 


DETROIT

American Motors Corp. says 
California was "unreasonable” 
in fining the company $4.2 
million for failing to meet the 
state’s 
toughest-in-the-nation 
clean air standards. 
The automaker also said ac­ 
tion by the California Air 
Resources Board banning the 
sale of all AMC Matadors, 
Hornets and Gremlins powered 
by the 304 cubic inch V8 engine 
was unjustified. It said fewer 
than 1,000 of the V8-equipped 
cars have been sold in Califor­ 
nia in the 1976-model year. 
The fine and prohibition were 
announced Monday in Califor­ 
nia. It is the toughest action of 
its kind ever taken by the board 
against an automaker. The 
board also charged AMC with 


filing false test reports. 
"We have never seen so many 
dirty c a r s , ” said ARB 
chairman Tom Quinn. "But 
even more serious is the fact 
that American Motors submit­ 
ted false reports to the state 
which indicated that their cars 
were actually very clean." 


Officials said the federal En­ 
vironmental 
Protection 
Agency and the U.S. attorney’s 
office will assist the state in its 
investiption, which Quinn said 
could result in additional legal 
action. 
AMC denied the allegations of 
filing false reports and said the 
state’s action was unwarranted 
in terms of the number of cars 
involved. 
"All of the board’s inquiries 


have been responded to openly 
and forthrightly,” an AMC 
statement said. "Further, 
AMC’s test procedures had 
been only recently reviewed by 
the Air Resources Board 
technical representatives. 


“The fine imposed is unrea­ 
sonable in view of the fact that 
only approximately 1,000 cars 
in question have been sold in the 
state."

Republicans who served with 
and supported Reagan when he 
was governor to campaip for 
Ford in other states. 
Carpenter, a former FBI 
agent and one of Reagan’s 
staunchest supporters in the 
legislature, signed on with Ford 
in November. 
He refused to identify other 


California GOP legislators who 
would work in early primary 
election states for Ford, but 
said, “There’s a group — there 
aren’t many of us." 
He and Assemblyman Jerry 
Lewis, R-Highland, who also 
was asked to travel for Ford, 
stressed they intended to strike 
a "positive” theme for Ford 
and not track Reapn through 
snowy New Hampshire as a 
"truth squad." 
"It isn't a big confrontation," 
Carpenter said. "We want to 
explain why we prefer Presi­ 
dent Ford. You don’t have to at­ 
tack Reapn to do that and I 
wouldn’t attack him." 
But he said, "A p y has to be 
prepared to discuss Reapn’s 
governorship, his successes and 
his failures." 
Lewis said so far no firm 
plans have been made for him 
to travel outside California and 
"there is some question of 
whether it’s gotten together." 


At least one GOP lawmaker 
supporting Ford read a news 
story mentioning him as a 
potential out-of-state stumper 
and told the national campaip 
committee no thanks. 
Assemblyman Dixon Arnett

Skiers advised: use breast stroke 


FORT COLLINS, Colo. (UPI) 
— Skiers who find themselves 
trapped by tons of snow roaring 
down a mountainside might be 
able to save their lives by 
resorting to a simple breast 
stroke. 
“Most people don’t realize it. 
but it’s possible sometimes to 
swim with an avalanche as it 
goes downhill," said meteorolo­ 
gist Knox Williams. 
"It’s something like body sur­ 
fing," he said. "People who 
have actually done it describe it 
that way. If you are being 


carried down head first, you 
can resort to the breast stroke. 
If it’s feet first, you can act like 
you’re treading water." 
The best advice, however, 
Williams said, is to avoid 
dangerous areas where ava­ 
lanches are likely to occur. 
Williams, a member of the 
U.S. Forest Service Avalanche 
Warning Center, said snow 
avalanches have caused 147 
deaths in the United States dur­ 
ing the last 25 years. 
That is an average of six 
deaths per year. In the past five 


years, however, the annual 
death rate has doubled to about 
12, and nearly three-fourths of 
all avalanche victims were 
recreationists. 


The greatest number of 
deaths in the past quarter- 
century occurred in the 1974-75 
season: 22 people were killed, 
including eight in Colorado. The 
state of Washington reported 
six victims, including five in a 
mountain climbing accident at 
Mt. St. Helens, while three died 
in Alaska and two in Wyoming.

Aryeh Neier said in the liber­ 
tarian group's annual report 
that 1975 “resembled the last 
three or four years: there was 
progress in winning the rights 
of women and there was regres­ 
sion in securing equality for 
blacks ” 
He said a Supreme Court 
decision on the rights of mental 
patients was 1975’s most 
notable accomplishment in “li­ 
miting abuses by compulsory 
institutions “ 
That decision, known as 
O’Connor v. Donaldson, “chal­ 
lenged the incarceration of peo­ 
ple alleged to be mentally ill in 
giant institutions without any 
treatment designed to secure 
their release,” he said. 
Other areas where ACLU 
sees a clash between institu­ 
tions and individuals include 
prisoners' rights, sexual 
privacy from the government 
and juvenile rights. 
In a look back, Neier said 
“school segregation is the most 
obvious example of the failure 
to secure equality for blacks." 


“When the South resisted in­ 
tegration, the North offered 
moral and legal leadership and 
— with difficulty — forced the 
South to give blacks equal 
rights." he said 
“Now that the North is 
resisting school integration, 
there is no one offering moral 
leadership Not the Supreme 
Court, which has put large ob­ 
stacles 
in 
the way of 
metropolitan 
desegregation. 
Not the Congress, which is busy 
enacting antibusing measures 
Not the President, who encour­ 
ages resistance to integration. 
Not the other presidential can­ 
didates, none of whom has 
made racial equality a cam­ 
paign issue ” 
“But we need allies, and they 
are few and far between," he 
said. 
Of women's rights, Neier said 
abortion “is a notable example 
of the advances made on behalf 
of women 
“To all extents and purposes, 
the legal struggle for a 
women’s right to an abortion is 
over. 
“Some skirmishing will con­ 
tinue but the ACLU — which 
has led the legal struggle for a 
woman’s right to secure an 
abortion from start to finish — 
can now claim victory,” he 
said.

Poll finds U.S. prefers 
conservative direction 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Ameri­ 
can voters would prefer to see 
the United States move in a 
more conservative than liberal 
direction, according to the 
Harris Survey, which reported 
a 43-to-19 per cent plurality in 
favor of such an ideological 
shift. 
Another 20 per cent of the 
1,475 persons interviewed last 
month for the poll said they 
reject either a more conserva­ 
tive or more liberal slant in the 
nation’s future. 
“Most people who want to 
move in a conservative direc­ 


tion said they feel that way 
because the federal govern­ 
ment is already spending too 
much money arid we stand the 
risk of going broke,’” pollster 
Louis Harris said. 


“A second key reason, they 
said, was that ‘we have tried 
the liberal route in the past, and 
spending money hasn't solved 
our real problems.” 
“Rightly or wrongly, the 
American people seem to 
equate liberalism with the idea 
of spending money to solve 
problems,” Harris said. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-The 
national weather summary:

The standard notrump open­ 
ing with 16 to 18 high-card 
points and 4-3-3-3. 4-4-3-2 or 5- 
3-3-2 distribution has been 
practically unchanged since 
first suggested by Oswald 
Jacoby in 1933. 
The Stayman convention, as 
invented by Sam Stayman and 
George Rapee around 1942 or 
1943. uses the two club 
response to an opening 
notrump as an artificial for­ 


cing bid. The opener rebids 
two spades with four or more 
spades, two hearts with four 
or more hearts and two 
diamonds without any four- 
card major. The convention 
has achieved almost universal 
acceptance. 
If not using Stayman. North 
would simply raise one 
notrump to three with his U 
high-card points and balanced 
hand. Stayman enables him to 
check to see if his partner has 
four spades in which case he 
expects a spade contract to be 
preferable. 
He bids two clubs. Sure 
enough. South does bid two 
spades and North takes him to 
the only makeable game con­ 
tract. 


A New Mexico 
reader 
wants to know what you res­ 
pond to a Stayman two clubs 
when you hold four cards in 
each major suit. 
There is no general rule 
here. Some bid the spades; 
others hearts The Jacobys 
bid the better one of the two.

If the voters insist on 
rewarding the big spenders by 
returning them to office again 
and again, the voters are at 
least accessories after the 
fact. 


To complain about in­ 
flationary 
governm ent 
spending while ignoring the 


responsibility of the electorate 
in a democracy is like 
lamenting about the rise in 
a u t o m o b i l e t h e f t s and 
burglaries while ignoring the 
fact that criminals don’t buy 
stolen goods from each other 
— they sell to law-abiding 
citizens happy to make a good 
deal. 
Brewster also seems to be 
saying, however, that voters 
are unable to see the connec­ 
tion between their congres­ 
sman’s vote on a particular is­ 
sue and its effect on inflation, 
and until they can see the con­ 
nection, spend and spend and 
elect and elect will continue to 
be the watchwords of politics. 
This may be so, but in this 
regard the people are no dif­ 
ferent from the best economic 
minds in this country who can­ 
not agree on what causes, or 
cures, inflation. 
Be that as it may, it is time 
we recognized that the con­ 
tempt so many Americans feel 
for politicians is a two-edged 
sword. If politicians will do 
anything to get elected or re­ 
elected — well, who elects 
them and re-elects them? 


Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
U.S. bicentennial 


UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. - It would 
be a slight exaggeration to say that plans 
are afoot here for a celebraUw» by the 
General Assembly of America’s 
Bicentennial Year. Out of 144 United 
Nations’ members perhaps as many as a 
hundred will oppose any^ing the United 
States wants. 
In the Third World 
, 
these attitudes are 
swamp-deep 
in 
hypocrisy. They con­ 
veniently shut their 
eyes to the im ­ 
perialism of the Soviet 
Union in Angola, in 
Eastern Europe and 
just about everywhere 
else, while they im­ 
pute to the Americans 
every dire intention to 
enslave helpless peo­ 
ples. 
Hollow as they are, the blasts of 
oratory in the Assembly can have serious 
consequences. This was demonstrated in 
the lopsided vote in favor of the resolu­ 
tion equating Zionism with racism. It 
was one more proof of the capacity of the 
Soviets to make mischief in the Middle 
East by damaging America’s ally Israel 
with the 'Third World. 
But what counts is the Security Coun­ 
cil, with the veto power of the permanent 
members. Make no mistake about it, the 
Council in 1976 will be a bear pit. In the 
State Department in Washington plans 
are already being worked out to use the 
weapon of the veto to stop those who 
wpuld turn over the peace-keeping func­ 
tion in the Middle East to the Council. 
An agreement has already been 
reached for a discussion in the Council of 
how to arrive at a Middle Elast settle­ 
ment. 'The Soviet Union or one of the 
Soviet's fronts will present a resolution 
to turn over the peace job to the Council. 
The U.S. will exercise the first of several 
vetoes already being drafted. 
A Third World-Soviet resolution to give 
the Palestinian Liberation Organization 
a full part in peace-keeping decisions 
will bring another veto. Ajid that is only 
the start of what promises to be the war 
of the vetoes, for it is a weapon that the 
other side can use as well. 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan’s rhetoric 
will fan the flames, but in light of the 
plans being laid down in the State 
Department, that will be an offstage 
noise. This is not to say that Moynihan is 
not frequently a spluttering nuisance. 
By his intemperate language he makes 
a bad situation worse. This may be 
because he is playing up to constituents 
in New York, although he has just said 
that he has no intentimi of running for the 
Senate against Sen. James Buckley on 
whom he bestowed a choice bit of 
Moynihan praise. 
In light of the plight of Israel and the 
deep divisions in the Israeli cabinet and 
government the strategy being plotted 
for the early months of the new year may

be essential. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin was 
barely able to hold his calnnet together 
for the agreement with Egypt on a new 
Sinai disengagement. The opposition is 
deep and intransigent on a similar dis­ 
engagement with Syria (XI the Golan 
Heists. ^im(Mi Peres, the Minister of 
Defense, has called it impossible. 
Nevertheless, one with even the sl­ 
ightest memory of the U.N.’s beginning 
and the leadership taken by America in 
the beginning years, must be saddened 
by this prospect. It goes against all the 
hopes that mankind had put in a world 
Congress of nations. 


Equally saddening is the success, or 
the partial success, of America’s adver­ 
saries in converting America into the im­ 
age of an imperialist monster bent on 
acquiring the resources of the poor na­ 
tions at Uie lowest possible cost. We have 
done this to ourselves by giving top bill­ 
ing to every dark comer of official con­ 
duct over the past decade. While it may 
have been necessary to expose those 
dark comers, surely the time has c<xne 
to st(^ the orgy of self-immolation. 
There was a time when the world 
viewed America as the beacon of 
freedom. When Abraham Lincoln stop­ 
ped in Philadelphia to make a speech in 
Independence Hall on his way to his in­ 
auguration in Washington, he sp<Ae of 
“...that sentiment in the Declaraticm of 
Independence which gave liberty not 
alone to the people of this counti7 but 
hope to all the world for all future time.” 
And in the midst of the Civil War with 
the outcome still in doubt, he said in a 
message to Cixigress; “We shall nobly 
save or meanly lose the last best hope of 
earth.” 
The Bicentennial Year may be the op­ 
portunity to begin to try to restore that 
hope and that faith. It cannot be done by 
power and military might or the asser­ 
tion of that power. It must come from a 
renewal of the spirit that in another time 
made this nation the best hope of earth.

WASHINGTON - Government 
auditors are still trying to calculate ex­ 
actly how much of the taxpayers’ money 
was spent to remove Richard Nixon 
from the White House and to install him 
at San Clemente as a presidential pen­ 
sioner. 
The latest confidential General Ac­ 
counting Office audit, 
which attempted to 
straighten out all the 
gifts the taxpayers 
have given to Nixon, 
was completed ap­ 
p ro p ria te ly 
on 
Christmas Eve. Here 
a re some of the 
highlights; 
— The fe d e ra l 
paymasters had to do 
some fancy financial ' 
juggling before they 
could start paying Nix­ 
on his $5,000 monthly pension. They had 
no authorized funds, for example, until 
Congress belatedly voted a separate pen­ 
sion for Nixon. In the meantime, they 
made the initial payments from pension 
funds that had been earmarked for the 
widows of Presidents Harry ’Truman, 
Dwight Eisenhower and Lyndon 
Johnson. 
— Before Nixon’s tapes and documents 
became tied up in litigation, the General 
Services Administration assigned 37 
archivists and laborers to sift through 
his papers. 'This cost the taxpayers an es­ 
timated $102,000. 
— 'The deposed President completed 
the transiti(Ni to civilian status, ac­ 
cording to the bookkeepers, on Feb. 9, 
1975. He then was given a $45,000 budget 
to last him until the end of the fiscal year 
on June 30. According to the confidential 
audit, he used $35,000 to pay the salaries 
of four assistants. He spent $7,200 for 
telephone and travel expenses. 'The rest 
went for supplies and equipment rental. 
— Nixon’s transition budget, which ex­ 
pired (Ml Feb. 9, was a flat $100,000. Of 
this, a startling $52,815.95 was spent for 
stationery, another $12,000 for postage. 
Ai^arently, he will have need for all that 
stationery. He has been snowed under 
with more than two million unanswered 
letters. 
— 'Tl№ former President was never 
charged for $265,580 in salaries paid to 54 
federal workers who were “detailed” to 
him at first. Among them were his per­ 
sonal maid, butler, three chauffeurs and 
a medical corpsman. It cost the tax­ 
payers ¿,600, for example, to pay seven 
movers and packers to haul the Nixon’s 
personal belongings out of the White 
House. 
Nix(Mi also should have paid $77,470 in 
rent for his Oceanside office space. But 
GSA waived the rent last August. 
Of course, Nixon is entitled uiKler the 
law to the Secret Service protection. 


This runs the Uxpayers $622,000 a year. 
Footnote: The confidential report 
suggests that GSA at first was concerned 
that Nixon might not legally be entitled 
to any funds at all. But “the Justice 
Department determined that... former 
President Nixon... was entiUed to the 
benefits provided by (two separate ) 
acts.” 
WATCH ON WASTE: Not long ago, 
Randall Woods took a step up in 
Washington. He moved from the lowly 
Small Business Administration to the 
White House. 
His associates at SBA were sorry to 
see him go. For Woods is a charming 
gentleman, manicured, soaped, pressed 
and pomaded, who has the sophistication 
of an experienced world traveler. 
He should. 
For as an assistant SBA administrator, 
he took an incredible 87 separate trips at 
the Uxpayers’ expense between June, 
1972, and August, 1975. A list of his 
destinations reads like an atlas: 
Anchorage, Brussels, Denver, Honolulu, 
Los Angeles, New York City, Reno, 
Tucson, San Juan. 
These are just a few of the cities 
Woods visited - always, of course, on 
“official business.” During one par­ 
ticularly active week in August, 1974, he 
made breath less stopovers in 
Anchorage, Chicago, Honolulu, Los 
Angeles and Seattle. 
On another occasion. Woods flew to 
Puerto Rico to present a trof^y. Another

Ume, he journeyed to Belgium to attend 
an international business conference. 
He spent more than $18,000 of the tax­ 
payers’ money on airplane tickets akme. 
He also drew $12,000 from the govern­ 
ment in travel expenses. 
Woods doesn’t think his travel was 
“exorbiUnt.” He assured our associate 
Gary Colm that the Uxpayers got their 
money’s worth from his trips. Woods ex- 
pteined that he often flew to disaeter 
areas to help small businessmen get 
back on their feet. 
As a government big^g, Ы course, he 
was able to justify the trips merely by 
sUting that they were necessary for of­ 
ficial business. 
WASHING'TON WHIRL: A few days 
ago, we told how J. Edgar Hoover had 
his aides buy him a garbage compactor 
to block our Great Garbage Caper: our 
seardi of Hoover’s garbage to burlesque 
his own FBI snooping techniques. Now, 
we have learned that Hoover’s top aides, 
who’d been hit up for contributions for 
the device, referred to it as the “anti- 
Anderson Garbage Smasher.” ... Rep. 
Mario Buggi, D-N.Y., who fended off a 
Watergate plumber’s effcMrt to tie him to 
the Mafia, may soon have the same 
ртоЫет wiUi his links to the Teamsters. 
He’s been passing out free copies of Jim­ 
my Hoffa’s "Hoffa: The Real Story” to 
fellow Congressmen. BUggi insists it’s 
to stir interest in Hoffa’s disappearance 
and in criminal reform for whidi Hoffa 
had fought.

IN WORKING with Jim Brightwell on 
reporting some Ы the alternatives tìiat 
have been developed In an effort to 
equalize the number of rubbish collec­ 
tions in weeks in which a holiday occurs, 
I have uncovered a fact that some folks 
obvioittly don’t take into consideratioo 
when they put out their rubbish for 
pickup. 
J im , 
who 
is 
superintendent of the 
Lompoc Sanitation 
Department, was out­ 
lining some of the 
provisions of the city 
code as it pertains to 
rubbish collection, and 
he noted that there is a 
weight limit on nd>- 
bish cans and their 
contents. 
The can itself should 
weigh no more than V2 
poi^s, and the total weight of the can 
and the rubbish should not exceed 80 
pounds. 
’This, 1 have discovered, is a fairly 
standard provision in city codes and it 
possibly explains why some of my rub­ 
bish down in Santa Paula has been given 
the cold shoulder by the sanitation 
crews. 
Since my family won’t be moving up to 
Lompoc until the middle of this monUi, 1 
haven’t had occasion to overload the 
local crews yet. 
I’m sure this is why my rubbish has 
been rejected by the Santa Paula collec­ 
tors, however. It has been no rubbish-ier 
than the neighbor’s trash, and his has 
been collected, so the only other explana­ 
tion is that it has been too heavy. 
I have determined that I shall not let 
this happen when we get settled into our 
new home here in Lompoc. 
The matter of keeping check on the 
weight of rubbish does present 
something of a problem. Ihere are 
several methods of solving It, however, 
and because I am a conscientious, civic- 
minded (not to mention modest) citizen, 
I will not keep them secret but will pass 
them along forthwith. 
If you are a rubbish weight-watcher, 
you may want to try one of Uiese plans: 
Weigh-as-you-go — This involves 
weighing each little bundle of traudì as it 
is tossed into the container. It is a ЫХ 
slow and does require some bookkeeping 
to keep y<Hir garbage can from getting 
overweigte, but it dioes make it possible 
for you to get by with only a set <rf 
kitchen scales. 
The bulk-weight plan - some persons 
favor weiring their trash all at once, 
and this is a time-saving method but it 
does rfxpilre that commercial scales of 
some kind be available. 
Since not every household has scales 
that will weigh heavy items, some using 
the iHilk-weight plan to keep tabs on their 
rubbish are favoring the use of the penny 
scales in front of the drug store. If this 
method spreads, it could have in­ 
numerable advantages. 
'Think of the new social Ufe it could 
create — all the trash-w ei^rs gathered 
about the scale in their semi-wedtly rub­ 
bish klatsch. 
Lots of nice peofde can meet in this 
way. Who knows? Some romances 
between ba<dielor and badielcMPette trash 
disposers m i^ t blossmi amid the rub­ 
ble. 
Another advantage to the penny scale 
method is that minor w ei^t excesses 
could be sdved by trash-trading am(xqt 
the participants in the weighing4n 
ceremonies. 
Folks who are a few pounds shy in 
their containers could volunteer to take 
on an extra two or three pounds from 
their neighbors who are over the 80- 
pound limit. 
No, sir, nothing fosters friendship like 
rubbish swapping. 
(Why do you keep staring at me like 
that?)
